not tell the whole tr uth? 
The r eductions in the public debt 
under Har r ison wer e made in the 
two year s pr eceding the adoption 
of the M cK in le y high tar iff law. 
After that 
law became 
oper ative 
there was an incr ease of i 14,000,000 
in the public debt. 
The incr ease 
occur r ed between December , 1890, 
and December , 1892, thr ee months 
before Mr . Har r ison went out of 
office. 


T h e figur es fur nish dispr oof of 
the claim that high tar iffs pr otect 
the public tr easur y or the public 
credit. 
Under a compar atively low 
tariff the tr easur y had mor e r evenue 
than under the highest tar iff the 
countr y has ever had.

The few women and 
girls who obeyed learned that the 
order meant 
their dishonor. 
As 
soon as this became known the 
women fled to the insurgent camps 
and are now braving the dangers of 
the field with 
husbands, fathers, 
brothers and sweethearts. 
An American citizen, now in H a ­ 
vana, writing to a friend here, gives 
an account of the outrages perpe­ 
trated on women w*ho obeyed Wey- 
ler's order. 
Of many of these out­ 
rages he says he was an eye-witness. 
Recently Señ ora Martinez and her 
i5‘year-old daughter duly appeared 
at a Spanish camp. 
After address­ 
ing insulting reAiarks to them the 
officer in command tore the cloth­ 
ing from 
the girl 
and exposed 
her 
to the 
soldiers. 
Then, 
at 
the 
point 
of 
the 
bayonet, 
the nude girl was forced to march 
in front of the column of troops, 
the latter commenting on her ap­ 
pearance in the foulest manner. In 
other camps women and girls who 
obeyed the order are being held as 
slaves and forced to submit to the 
embraces of the soldiers. 
The re­ 
sult is all the able-bodied women 
and girls have fled to the insurgent 
camps, leaving only the aged and 
sick at home. 
Even 
these latter 
are not spared by Spaniards. 
A schooner arrived at Havana 
Thursday with w'omen and children 
on boarci, captured by Spaniards in 
the interior. 
There was not a girl 
or well woman among them. 
All 
were old or sick. 
Many of them 
were terribly emaciated and reeled 
as they walked. 
In spite of their 
condition, Spanish soldiers hurried 
the women to prison by pricks with 
the bayonet. 
*Tf the people of 
the 
United 
States,’' the letter concluded, “ could 
realize the truth of the situation, 
they would not wonder that Cuban 
women prefer the dangers of the 
field with fathers or brothers 
to 
falling into the power of the Span­ 
iards.”

not cripple the cau se of religion.

Catholic clergy m an 
for su ch a serv ice? 
T h e selection of a Jewish rabbi,

Mr. Fairbanks, of Indiana, tem ­ 
porary chairm an of the repu blican 
national conv ention,is insincere,say s 
the Post D ispatch, as gold standard 
and high tariff adv ocates mu st be. 
“ O u r tariff laws,” said Mr. F a ir ­ 
banks, 
“ raised 
su fficient rev enu e 
to gradu ally redu ce the pu blic debt. 
Du ring the adm inistration ot H a r ­ 
rison $236 ,000,000 of the obligation 
was paid, while Clev eland du ring 
the last three y ears, has added to 
ou r interest-bearing debt $36 2,000,- 
000.” 
Why 
not tell the whole tru th? 
The redu ctions in the pu blic debt 
u nder H arrison were m ade in the 
two y ears preceding the adoption 
of the M cK inley high tariff law. 
After that law becam e 
operativ e 
there was an increase of $14 ,000,000 
in the pu blic debt. 
T he increase 
occu rred between Decem ber, 18 9 0, 
and Decem ber, 18 9 2, three months 
before Mr. H arrison went ou t of 
office.
